operations of the law are, officers 
elected by populai vote; heads of the 
principal departments, boards and 
commissions appointed by the gover- 
nor, mayor or other appointing au- 
thority: officers elected by the gen- 


l assembly; all election officers, 


except 
clerks at main offices of 


boards: members of the state militia, 
superintendents, directors and teach- 
ers in public schools or colleces: ono 
secretary, chief cleric or assistant to 
heads of departments; deputies au- 
thorized to act for their principals. 


Those placed under the civil ser-

HERE Is perhaps no question i 


of greater importance to the' 
practical farmer than that of 
soil fertility. To produce prof- 


itable crops aud at the same lio:* to 
maintain and even to increase the pro- 
ductive capacity of tbe soil may rightly 
be termed "good farming." 
Man 


farmers are sble to do tats, aud tb 
knowledge of how to do it has bee 
largeiy acquired through years of ei 
perienee. during which the eharacte 
of the soil. Its adaptability for crop 
and the methods of its mai^ageoieu 
aad manuring have been made sob 
jects of careful study,withont. however 
any definite and accurate knowledg 
concerning manures and their func- 
tions in relation to soils and crops. 
Experience is an excellent teacher. Stii 
a definite knowledge of the fundameii 
tal principles may be substituted fo 
years of experience in the successfu 
use of manures. 


The fertility of the soil would re- 


main practically unchanged if all the 
ingredients removed in the various 
farm products were restored to the 
land. This is to a large extent accom- 
plished by feeding the crops grown on 
the farm to animals, carefully saving 
the manure and returning it to tbe 
soil, and where it is practicable to pur 
sue a system of stock feeding in which 
those products of the farm which are 
comparatively poor in fertilizing con- 
stituents are exchanged in the market 
for feeding stuffs of high fertilizing 
value the loss of soil fertilitj- may be 
reduced to a minimum, or there may 
be an actual gain in fertility. 


A careful study of the present condi- 


tion of farming in the Tutted States in- 
dicates, however, that as a rule the 
manure produced on the farm is not 
sufficient to maintain its fertility and 
that the need for artificial supplies is 
real, though the amount required may 
be considerably reduced by careful 
management. 


In the system of so called "grain 


^farming," which has obtained over 
large areas of this country for a long 
time and is ettll practiced, the live 
stock is often limited to a number suf- 
ficient only to the needs of the farm 
for labor and food. The grain is sold, 
and the manure is made up chiefly of 
the natural wastes or unsalable ma- 
terial, such as straw, stalks, etc. The 
grain contains proportionately greater 
amounts of nitrogen and mineral con- 
stituents than these wastes. Hence the 
practice continued for a long time re- 
sults not only in a deficiency in the soil 
of organic substances containing nitro- 
gen, but also in an exhaustion of the 
mineral substances. The original char- 
acter of the soil and its treatment 
measure the rate of exhaustion. The 
less fertile soils of the east and south 
are rapidly depleted, while the rich 
prairies and river bottoms maintain 
their fertility for a longer period- 


The continuous cotton and tobacco 


growing of the south and the wheat 
growing of the west are even more 
exhaustive, since here the demands 
upon the soil are not changed. Year 
after year the same crop is grown, 
and the same kind and proportion of 
constituents are required, while even 
slighter returns are made in the way 
of manure tban in the system of farm- 
Ing just described- 
Under such con- 


ditions the decomposition of the or- 
ganic matter in the soil is accompa- 
nied by proportionately greater losses 
of nitrogen. Moreover, the land is left 
bare for a large part of tbe year, and 
its fertility is thereby still further de- 
creased. The crops become less abun- 
dant each year, not because the soii is 
entirely exhausted, but because it 5s so 
far exhausted of those constituents 
essential to the special crop irrcwn that 
its production is no longer profitable. 


Changed 
conditions 
of 
farming. 


which have an important bearing on 
this point are. first, increased cost of 
labor and lower prices of many of the 
jroducts of one crop farming, and. 
•econd. an increasing demand for mar- 
ket garden products and fruit 
For 


example, in growing vbeat, the labor 
of preparing the soil, of sowing and of 
harvesting is practically the same, 
whether the yield is ten bushels per 
acre or thirty bushels, and tbe saaae is 
true of a number of other crops; hence 
In case of tbe larger yield the cost of 
labor per bushel is materially reduced. 
Meager crops of a relatively low valne 
cannot be produced profitably with 
high priced labor. Soils of a high de- 
rree of fertility are required in order 
»o produce large yields of these crops. 
The retnrn to the soil of only the 
wastes of the farm leads sooner or 
later to a decreased fertility, however 
£i*>d the management may be; hence 
the need of supplies of plant food from 
sources outside the farm in order that 
maximum crops may be produced. 


It has been demonstrated Jn the case 


»f market garden crops that even very 
fertile »oll» contain too little available 
food to insure a maximum production. 
Tnla Is especially true where rapidity 
•C fruwth, earliness and high quality 


larly on the poorer soils near the east- 
ern markets, largely :n i>roiv>rt-.Mi to 
tbe amounts of th* mineral ek'taeuts 
applied in excess of those contained i-i 
*oils otherwise we'i adapted to t!ie 
crops. 
A proper supply of food not •• 


only enables the trees to resist un'a- 
vorable condition*, but improves the^ 
quality of the frtUt and prolongs t!i<.- 
bearing period of the orchards au4 
vineyard*. 


It will he thus seen that commercial 


fertilizers can be used most ad van- 
tageously either in re-enforoir.j f;-roi 
tsanurea !a general or In proviJi-i-.- a 
generous supply of quickly avai;a;-:e 
plant food In specialized. intensive 
farming. It should be the alia la ap- 
plying such fertilizers to supplement 
rather than to replace entirely tbe 
manurial resources of the farm, for 
the best results from their app!k-ati.>a ; 
may be secured only on soils we!; 
stocked with organic matter iburua-si. i 
a material that can be maintained in ! 
the soil only by the systematic app:i-. 
cation of the bulky barnyard or sreen : 
manures.

Nitrogen, phosphoric acid and potash ' 


are the constituents most likely to i-e: 
deficient In soils or most quickly es-' 
hausted by the production and removal ; 
of crops. They are known as "esseri-! 
rial" fertilizing constituents, and ti:<? 
value of a commercial fertilizer is oe- 
termined almost exclusively by the 
amount and form of the nitroirea.\ 
phosphoric acid and potash which it I 
contains. It does not follow, however. ' 
that all soils or crops win respond; 
equally to applications of materials I 
containing these elements, for t!:e: 
needs of soils and the requirements of' 
crops vary.

Soils differ as to their needs for j 


specific fertility elements, owing ei- • 
ther to their method of formation or j 
to their management and cropping. A I 
sandy soil is usually deficient in all I 
the essential plant food constituents— 1 
nitrogen, phosphoric acid and potash— ! 
while a clayey soil usually contains: 
the mineral elements in abundance, 
particularly potash. 
On the otaer i 


hand, a soil very rich in vegetable '• 
matter is frequently deficient in rain- { 
eral matter, while a limestone soil is ! 
.ikely to contain considerable proper- j 
tions of phosphoric acid.

These are the indications In a gen- j 


eral way. and they explain why it is i 
that different kinds of soil that have! 
not been cropped differ as to their j 
need of the different fertilizing con- > 
stttuents- 


ilethods of management and crop- 


ping also exert an influence. For ex- 
ample, soils of equal natural fertility 
may not respond eqnally to uniform 
methods of fertilization, because in 
he one case a single crop requiring for 
ts growth proportionately more of one I 
of the essential elements than of an- j 
other is grown year after year, and it | 
may be That the element required is j 
the one that exists in the soil in least i 
quantity.

the crop grown and its power of ac- 
quiring food. 


Ninth.—A definite system or plan 


ehonld be adopted in the use of fertili- 
zers. "Hit or miss" methods are PC\- 
dom satisfactory and frequently wry 
expensive*.
